Curt Jett Arrested, Charged With 
the Murder o! J. B. Marcum. 

Curtis Jett, charged with the 
murder of James 11. Marcum, was 
arrested Sunday morning shortly 
after three o'clock at his mother’s 
home in Madison county, near the 
Kentucky river, l*y Sheriff Wood- 
son McCbord, Deputy Sheriff J. T, 
Stokely, of Clark county, and a 
posse of six men, and placed in the 
Clark county jail. 

Jett made no attempt to resist 
arrest, although he had a l>ig gnu 
under his pillow and inside the 
house hud every advantage of the 
officers. Sheriff McChurd and 
Deputy Sheriff Stokely approached 
the lu>u»c, leaving the rest of the 
parly stationed in places of ad¬ 
vantage in the yard- He was in 
bed, and when informed of the 
mission of the officers quietly sub¬ 
mitted. 

The Sheriff and his posse, with 
Jett, returned to Winchester about 
5 o'clock, and Jett was placed in 
the county jail. Jett was fairly 
communicative wheu questioned iu 
regard to all matters except the 
question most interesting—the 
assnssinatiou of J. B. Marcum. 
Wheu the assassination was men¬ 
tioned he grew sullen and parried 
every question. 

The wnrrant for Jett's arrest was 
issued by Police Judge I'eiidlotuu, 
of Winchester, upon au affidavit 
sworn to by Saui Jett, charging 
him with the murder of Jutm-s It.
